No. F.2( 11 )/64-F&CS.— Whereas in the opinion of the Administrator 
of the Union Territory of Delhi, it is necessary so to do for the mainten¬ 
ance of suppdies and services essential to the life of the community: 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by rule 125 of 
the Defence of India Rules, 1962, the Administrator hereby makes the 
following Order, namely:— 



ORDER 


1. (1) This Ox’der may be called the Delhi Cement (Prevention of 
Misuse) Order, 1964. 

(2) It extends to the whole of the Union Territory of Delhi. 

(3) It shall come info force at once. 


2, In this Order, unless the context otherwise requires— 


(a) “Administrator” means the Administrator of the Union Terri¬ 
tory of Delhi; 
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/■u\ '‘Cement” means any variety of cement manufactured in 
India and includes blast furnace, slag cement rapid haiden- 
ine cement and low heat cement, but does not include— 


(f) oil well cement, 

(ii) water proof cement, 

(iii) white and coloured cement (other than grey portland 

cement), or 


fiv! anv other variety of cement which the Administrator may, 
Ov) any cation in the Official Gazette, specify as not being, 

cement for the purposes of this Order; 

frl “Consumer” means a person who acquires cement for use in 
{C) ^STuction, repairs or alteration of premises owned or oc¬ 
cupied by him; 

ifdl “Director” means the Director of Civil Supplies Delhi, and 
(d) includes the Joint Director Civil Supplies, Delhi and Civil 
Supplies Officer, Delhi; and 

lei “Stockist” means a person who deals in cement involving the 
<6) purchase, sale an/ storage for sale of cement, and holds a 
imHpr the Delhi Cement Control Order, 19(>3. 


3. No person shall individually or jointly with any other person| ac- 
nnirp or store or attempt to acquire or store or abet m the acquisition 
or storage of more than five bags of cement (each bag r _ 

Kilograms nett of cement) except under and in accordan P 

mit issued by the Director: 

Provided that the provisions of this clause shall not apply to the ac¬ 
quisition or storage of cement 


(i) by a stockist; 

(ii) on Government account; or 


(iii) under and in accordance with Military Credit Notes. 


4 No consumer shall, without obtaining the approval of the Director 
in writing, use the cement acquired by him under a permit issued by 
the Director for any purpose other than the one specified by him m his 
application for the grant of the permit. 


5 No consumer shall transfer the cement acquired by him under a 
nermit issued by the Director to any other person by sale or otherwise 
without obtaining the permission of the Director m writing; 
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6 The Director or any other officer authorised by him in writing in 
this behalf may with a view to securing compliance with this Order or 
satisfying himself that this Order has been complied with— 


(a) require any person to give any information in respect of any 

stock of cement possessed by him or on his behalf and such 
person shall give the information required of him, 

(b) inspect or cause to be inspected any books or documents or 

any stock of cement belonging to or under the control of 
any person and take such books or documents or stock of 
cement in his possession. 

(c) enter and search or authorise any person to enter and search 

any premises or place or vehicle and seize or authorise any 
person to seize any article in respect of which the Director 
or the authorised officer has reason to believe that any pro¬ 
vision of this Order has been, is being or is about to be con¬ 
travened. 


7. Any stock of cement in respect of which the provisions of this 
Order are or have been contravened shall be liable to be forfeited to 
Government under orders of the Court trying such contravention.
